BEWARE THE WEDGE 


The dry forces in California arc on the verge of 
getting into difficulties that may yet bring seriou> 
results to the work that is cut out for them this 
year. 
So far the rift is hut slight, hut the dry forces. 
by past experiences, ought to know by this time that 
wide-open splits generally start in rills caused by 
radical differences of opinion stubbornly adhered to 
in spite of consequences to the cause the) are light­ 
ing for in common. 
The Register at this time d ot' not propose to 
enter into a detailed discussion of the so-called Rom- 
inger bill, which probably is not as good as its pro­ 
ponents say it is and which probably is not as much 
o f a menace as its opponents credit it with being. 
Neither does it intend in this editorial to discuss the 
strong points and weak features of the so-called bone­ 
dry initiative measure, which may soon have signa­ 
tures enough to insure it a place on the November 
ballot. 
It does desire, however, to issue a warning 
against the dangers that lie in the wedge that has 
been shoved into the rift. 
Nothing could please 
the directors of the wet campaign more than to have 
the drys themselves hammer the wedge until the rift 
becomes a hopeless split, 
lf there i- anything that 
the wet leaders want, it is a split that will prevent 
the dry forces from presenting a united front in 
the California battle line next November. 
The dry forces of California must not lose sight 
o f the one big thing that is before tile dry forces 
o f America. 
The opportunity for which anti-liquor 
people have waited and hoped has arrived. 
It 
has come with brighter prospects of success than 
could have even been hoped for two years ago. That 
opportunity is the opportunity to make the nation 
dry. 
That is the one big thing, the real aim and 
goal o f the dry forces in every, state in the I Ilion. 
it is the one big thing in the present campaign. 
The 
making of California dry is part and parcel of that 
ojjportunitv, for when the I nited States goes dry , 
this state goes dry. 
It is an undertaking that must 
not be jeopardized. 
The state conference held at Fresno last Feb­ 
ruary discussed the situation 
from every angle. 
Present at that meeting were dry leaders from all 
over the state, leaders of the Prohibition party, of 
the W. C. T. I ., of the Anti-Saloon League, compris­ 
ing members of all jxditical parties, and representa­ 
tives of state, county and city dry federations. Main 
o f those delegates went to Fresno determined that an 
Initiative measure must be had. 
Among those who 
declared strongest for such a measure was Rev. ll. 
W . Peck of Santa Ana. 
The result of that confer­ 
ence was a decision in favor of a drv program upon 
w hich a1! dry forces should and it was thought could 
unite. 
That program called it]Kin every -voter p 
center all effort upon the election of a governor, 
lieutenant-governor and legislature that would vote 
California for the national prohibition amendment 
The initiative measure was set aside as of minor 
importance, and it was the decision of those delegates, 
Rev. Peck and others who thought as he did in­ 
cluded, that the program to make a fight for a state 
administration was of such paramount importance 
that the tight for it must he waged to the utmost 
Since that conference, none has been more pro­ 
nounced against interference with the program than 
has Rev. Peck.

o f the one big thing. 
Let not the animosities that 
are being aroused over the differences of opinions 
concerning the Rominger measures and the Ixme-dry 
measure undermine a plan for concerted action to 
give California s vote to the national amendment.

land, the obvious need is for more e x te n siv e farming. 
The difficulty with what the magazine calls tin 
frantic fence-rail advice 
is chiefly in a misunder­ 
standing of what the word "intensive means in rela­ 
tion to agriculture. 
T o most of the advisers it means 
simply more careful, more efficient farming. 
Tin. 
technical use of file w e d , meaning the application 
of a great deal of ial«>r. equipment, money, fertilizer, 
seed to a small acreage as contrasted with the opposite 
procedure in extensive farming, is not familiar to 
them. 


I here are four big food needs tor us and the 
Allies. They are meat, wheat, fats and sugar. These, 
says the Country Gentleman, “are the characteristic 
products o f extensive farming." 
W hat we want is 
more of the .superficial method applied to large acre­ 
age. 
The intensive method is for the back yard. 
More power to it and in green vegetables! 
lint what 
the country at large needs and must have is greater 
development of the extensive method.

She is now planning to do more this 
year in gathering everything in the 
line of music to help the boys in the 
camps and she will urge the'beautiful 
music of the Allied nations to be used 
on all programs. 
She wishes that the text books of 
our public schools could be changed 
and our pupils of America be taught 
the beauties of the music that is not 
German. 
Three thousand copies a.' the “Ele­ 
m entary Song Book,” published by the 
Board of Education of Los Angeles in 
March for use in the 
city 
schools, 
were withdrawn yesterday by Super­ 
intendent Albert Shiels and destroyed, 
because nineteen out 
of 
the 
sixty 
songs contained in it were of German 
origin. 
The books were ordered out 
of the school rooms 
twenty 
minutes 
after the m atter came to the attention 
of the superintendent. 
Miss Kathryn 
E. Stone, who has been supervicor of 
music for nineteen years, 
compiled 
the volume. 
The printing Job is said 
to have cost $800. 
"Anything which tends to fall into 
the spirit of admiration for German 
kultur or glorify militarism is going 
to get a quick knockout in the public 
schools,” was the way Dr. Shlels ex­ 
pressed himself after reviewing the 
book.

AFTER JULY I 


Situation Explained In Letter 
Prom Red Cross Head­ 
quarters 


Some time nfter July I there is go­ 
ing to be a supply of gauze for use in 
the surgical dressings classes. T hat 
information is brought in a letter to 
Santa Ana chapter from division head­ 
quarters from San Francisco. 
Santa 
Ana has but two bolts of gauze on 
hand and has contracted for none out­ 
side of the Red Cross Bureau of Sup­ 
plies. 
The letter in full follows: 
To all Chapters in Pacific Division: 
The situation 
regarding 
surgical 
gauze production is very serious and 
lias been a worry to National and Di­ 
visional headquarters as well as to 
the chapters. 
Arrangements 
have 
been made whereby this problem will 
improve in the next couple of months 
very materially, as the government is 
working in harmony with the Red 
Cross in controlling 
the 
output 
of 
gauze. 
One of the main troubles in the past 
has been the individual purchasing 
by chapters direct from manufactur­ 
ers or jobbers. 
Tjjis has created a 
competition that is responsible for the 
high price of gauze. 
To enable the 
National headquarters to get this m at­ 
ter properly in order, it is necessary 
that all chapters discontinue imme­ 
diately the purchasing of any gauze 
excepting through the Divisional Sup­ 
ply Bureau 
It is also necessary, to 
get this situation properly controlled, 
to have each chapter report immedi­ 
ately to the Bureau of Supplies. 
First: 
The amount of 
gauze 
on 
hand. 
Second: 
Amount of gauze contract­ 
ed for (outside ot Bureau of Supplies) 
for future deliveries. 
Third: 
When these deliveries will 
take place. 
Fourth: 
At what prices this gauze 
is being purchased. 
Will you kindly see that this infor­ 
mation is forwarded as promptly as 
possible? 
National headquarters has underta­ 
ken to furnish definite quantities of 
surgical dressings to the army and 
navy and these orders will be appor­ 
tioned from time to time to the chap­ 
ters. 
i 
The commission in Europe is now 
making a study of what dressings are 
needed and will, hereafter, make defi­ 
nite requisitions and it will he neces­ 
sary for all chapters to produce only 
such dressings as the Divisional Bu­ 
reau of Production calls for. 
Of cer­ 
tain bandages, the quantities are com­ 
mencing to lie adequate and others 
again, the quantities are inadequate. 
Mrs. McLeish, director of the Bu­ 
reau of Production, has been sent to 
Washington to get definite informa­ 
tion as to supplies, as well as to get 
exact details as to what articles will 
or will not be wanted. 
As soon as 
Mrs. McLeish returns from Washing­ 
ton (at the end of the month! a com­ 
plete plan for future working will lie 
outlined and sent to each chapter. 
In the meantime, it lias been sug­ 
gested from National 
headquarters 
that ail surgical dressing work rooms 
shut (Town for a vacation period of a 
few weeks, say until after July I, and 
we recommend that all chapters put 
this suggestion into .effect at once, 
excepting, however, 
where 
definite 
quantities for government work have 
been given to the chapters. 
A suffi­ 
cient. number of workers should be re­ 
tained to complete 
these 
quantities 
within a 
reasonable 
time. 
Where 
there is not enough gauze to carry out 
the orders for these definite quanti­ 
ties, application should be made to 
the Bureau of Supplies, which will fur­ 
nish the necessary material as rapid­ 
ly as possible. 
For supplies outside of gauze, the 
amount obtained tinder the new’ m eth­ 
od of purchasing is increasing 
con­ 
stantly and the Bureau of Supplies 
is in shape to fill most orders where 
quotas to lie produced hav^ been giv­ 
en to chapters. 
Therefore, work outside of gauze 
may be continued. 
We think that after this vacation 
period has expired, we will be in very 
much better shape to handle the sit­ 
uation if all chapters will co-operate.

This 
will restore the
